These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 .

I: Figs. 1-16 - a clamping tool with L-shaped engaging member 
II: Figs. 17-20 - a clamping tool with serrated engaging section
